; Prof. Schiller Icft Grent 

Britain to fill the Chair of 
Philosophy in an American 
University many of his ad- 
mirers regretted this separation 
as they knew what a deep loss 
this severance would bo to British 
thought. And so it has been. 
But we are pleased to find how 
well the ehnsam is bridged by Prof. 
t}Schiller’s publications, 
il Fow living writers command a 
higher respect, and this deserved- 
ly, for the originality of his 
thought, the fearlessness of its ex- 
pression, and the incisiveness and 
humour with which he states a 
case. : 

Jn the present volume he faces 
what to to-day the problem of pro- 
blems—the increasing decay of the 
human race, and the hope and out- 
look of cugenic reform. At a time 
when : 

"The kings of modern thought 
are dumb,’ and those who ought to 
“lhe tenchers and prophets are 
cowering Prof. Schiller has the 
courage of his convictions, and 
does not hesitate both to castigate 
when the necd occurs, and (what 
ig much more dificult) to offer a 
programme of constructive cugenic 
reform, : 

Let us try to slnte the case 
briefly. The human species has 
been struggling forward ever since 
(possibly) pliocenc times. AB 
Jong as the principle of the 
struggle for existence worked un- 
hindered the filtest survived. But 
ns civilised socicties arose the pre- 
servation of weaklings was in- 
stituted, and in more advanced 
socicties the tnx on the healthy 
to support the weaklings and the 
unhenlthy, has, produced a state, of 
affairs just the reverse of that by 
which komo sapiens originally 
evolved. This proccss, it is true, 
hna not only allowed, but brought 
about proliferation—but proliferg- 
tion at what cost! There is 2 
‘steady propagation of the worse at 
the expense of the better. In 
fuct, the economic principle of 
Gresham’s Law seems to hold good 
in the social world. Man ‘‘geta 
into the deadly clutches 
Gresham's Law. This sinister law 
applies as certainly to population 

As certainly as bad 


troduced a stratified social state 
on the caste system, with the dry 
rot of decay in its very vitals. 
The higher castes are constantly 
being recruited by fresh brains 
from the, inferior castes below. 
“But, of course, it means inciden- 
tally that the lower ‘strata’ are 
constantly drained of any ability 
they may produce. The greater 
are the possibilities of rising the 
more eMeciently they are drained, 
and the more efficiently they are 
drained, the less capable they must 
become of generating further sup- 
plies.” 

But this is not all: for in the 
highest caste reproduction is al- 
‘most prohibition,  “Sterilisation of 
the fit is the first law of repro- 
duction in our ‘democratic 
societies. Thnt is the Inner mean- 
ing of tho atatistical fact that the 
birthrate contracts the higher we 
riso in the social scale.” (p. 82.) 

We cnn easily see the. total effect 
which results from this system. 
While the birthrate in the upper 
and, middlo classes has now sunk 
so low that their numbers are bl- 
sected in every genoration, wo aro 
breeding o larger and over largor 
stock from the C3 element ofthe 
community. 

All this fs increased and empha- 
slscd by a new phenomenon in tho 
social state—child-boaring has for 
the first time in history become 
voluntary. And this voluntariness 
has become most pronounced in 
that class in which it should be 
most avoided. The poorer classes 
both know Iess about methods of 
birth control and are more influ- 
encod by the ban imposed by 
priesthoods against contraceptive 
mothods. With young brides of 
tho middle and upper classes it is 
8 question for deliberation “whe- 
ther they willl have a baby or fi 
Baby Austin’~-and tho Baby Aus-

Eqgenic reform may be classified 
as twofeld—negative and positive. 
Prof, Schiller scems to have a pro- 
gramme in both. “Many cugenists 
confine their reforms to the negn- 
tive aspects of eugenics, because 
there are serious difficulties. 
theoretical and practical to posi- 
five eugeni¢ reform. Prot. 
Schiller segins (9 exeape from, or 
sail above, thea difficulties, We 

we hope his views 
re:

but essential, if civilisation is not 
to peter oul in mass decay, Two

‘community to produce their kind 
at the expense of the rest of the 
community. Most eugenista, in 
fact all except the ‘die-hards,’ like 
Mr. Chesterton, who are agains 
all reform, are in favour of ‘res. 
tricting the propagation of con 
genital Imbeciles and the hopeless- 
ly defective, There seems te be 
no doubt but that this could be 
done by, ininor suryical operations 
without affecling the happiness of 
the person in question. At pre- 
gent such people are allowed to 
breed practically without restraint. 
As many of these people pass on 
the defect as ‘a Mendelian reces- 
Rive,’ the harm done ix even less 
nolicwable than it misht otherwise 
ne, 

Some of the religious organisa- 
tions form the great opposition to 
the spread of the best methods of 
birlh-control to the general popu- 
lace. AL ptenent the Cd element 
supplies the major proportion of 
the babies. Eugenists have long 
thought-that;-if propor instruction 
nnd advice were given to that sce- 
tion of the community which at 
present pees least necessity to pro: 
portion its family to the means of 
Taubsistenge at its idisposal, there 

would be an immense gain, The 
poorer classes, by availing them- 
selves of a knowledge of contra 
ceptives, might gradually bring 
about a levelling of the proportion 
lof births in the different strata of 
the population.. This would lessen 
the number of indigents on the 
rates and thua leave more moncy 
in the pockets of tho ratepayers. 
This would give the possibility of 
n slightly Jarger birthrate in this 
latter clags, Unloss something 
‘like this happens the present down 
grade seems bound to increase. 

But now for the positive side of 
cugenic reform, What is the 
great difficulty in positive eugenic 
reform? Professor Schiller, we 
may say, seems to avoid it or pass 
it over with great skill, Tho read- 
er would almost think it did not 
exist. To put it In its scientific 
form it is this. Positive eugenic 
reform presupposes an ideal type 
pr types of the human being. If 
you are to breed with selection 
you must breed towards something. 
Biology qua biology knows nothing 
of ideals. From the biological. 
point of view a tape worm may be 
as good ns a kins. What type of 
human being, then, are we to breed 
for? If we breed for the super- 
mechanic is thore not a danger 
that jby the time we have our 
supex-mechanic bred out truce the 
world of the mechanic. may be. 
superseded, and-our supermechanic 
be ‘a failure’? If we breed the 
fdeal servant class may we not by 
that time have reached a world 
where servants are unnecessary? 
Perhaps wo may have reached. a 
state in which - ‘the parasite’ will 
be the only successful or needed 
class in the community! Should 
wo breod for all to bo kings or 
hone to be kings for initiative or 


subservience? 


Prof. Schillor, ua unately, | 
docs not bring up or te the 


difculty exactly as we Hivo ‘done. 
But.wo gathor that ho would an- 
swor much” ia wo-ourselves - do, 
"Breed from the best stock now, fe, 
-the stock which most onergetical- 


. 


control j 
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ly fulflln its social functions ‘and 
in healthiest, in the conviction that 
its offspring will best fit Ipto tho 
social organism, whatever. the 
future changes may be.’ We 
know, of course, what our_oppon- 
ont would reply, ‘Isn't Silas Lee 
fitting in just as well. as Mr. 
Rockefeller? Isn’t the smash-and- 
grab mombor of the community as 
‘fit’ as Mr. Chesterton’? Wo do 
not think so, and we must leave 
the reply at that. 

There is another aspect-—a most 
important one—to Prof. Schiller’s 
tenching; and on this account 
alone it should recelve the deep- 
est attention. In Prof. Schiller's 
hands cugenic becomes a Gospel. 
The educational systems of the 
world and the religions of tho 
world have all suffered from tho 
frailty of Lot’ wife—they have 
looked back, Constructive eugenics 
looks forward. : 

This is of course what our edu- 
cational systems should do but 
don't do. “The aim of all educa- 
tion, both intellectual and moral, 
has hitherco eon te turn the eyo 
of the soul backward into the past 
and not forviard to the future. 
Among the intellectual subjects of 
lteuining the leading roles have 
been assigned to some ancient, ob- 
xolete ond anered Innguage, and 
to the traditions of the tribe and 
the achievements of ancestors, a8 
jenshrined in a highly selective but 
-patriotically stirring perversion of 
“history. Moral education’ has 
sintilarly appealed to the. wisdom 
of antiquity, la sacred writings 
embodying an original unchanging 
and unprogressive revelation. and 
to immentortal custom.” - 

Our most national, university 
may be taken as a typical result. 
“Of thia sort’ of education our 
English public-school-and-univer- 
‘gity training, especially in Oxford, 
ts the beat ideal. What is it but 
au subtle conspiracy skilfully de- 
signed to implant tradition, cus- 
toma, and stereotyped Ideas? 
Both what is taught and what Is 
‘omitted seem to have the under- 
lying purpose of fostering a con- 
servative » bias in our leading 
minds and: of stamping a caste 
mark on the soul. It succeeds 
only tbo well. [ts stamp is inde- 
lible, like tattooing, It turns out 
hy the dozen polished sceptica who 
have never tried to know and. dis- 
illusioned cynies who have never 
tried to do, anything worth while.”

They direct 
men to cust their eyes to Sinal, 
Mecea, or the Bo-iree; or picturo 
iNusive harps and houris. Modern 
man has simply classed them 
among the effete forces of clvilisa- 
tion. Indeed, so much are the re 
ligious ideals out of accord with 
Immediate world . problems that 
the greatest of nineteenth century 
religious teachers preached a ser- 
mon in which he argued that the 
real way to Improve this. world 
was to fix our thoughts permun- 
ently on another world—the néw 
Jerusuiem. But this reversal of 
common sense has really only truth 
in it in so far as it is disobeyed. 
Whatever help Christianity has 
given in the improvement of this 
world has not been. by its admoni- 
tion ito citizenship in the New 
Jerusalem, but by the advice to 
keep one eye turned to the “City 
of Destruction.” : 


Education and religion have 
pound themselves up with the con- 
servative elements in the state. 
They have their faces towards the 
past. They are thus more or Ings 
effete forcea in the world of nro- 
gress, But cugeni¢és “looks to- 
wards the future to redeem the 
past. It is fell of promise. it is 
no adventure.”

Thus ougenics, ‘The rapture of tho 
forward view,’ gives the - great 
stimulus to moral and social pro- 
gress. It becomes the religion of 
tho future...

“The British Empire Fair. 


HE Empire Fair will be opened to-morrow and the occasion will 
mark an important step towards developing the movemeny for 
tostering the use of British products in the Colony. British goods 
have a good market in Hong Kong, but that market is capable of 
considerable cxtension,. and the Fair through its. educational. and 
advertising aspects will accomplish much to help that movement. 
The “Buy British” slogan has been taken up with great enthusiasm 
in England and the Dominions this year, the economic crisis having 
created an emergency which demands a closer co-operation and 
greater unity in the Imperial Family. After the Oltawa Confer- 
ence, trade relations between Britain and the Dominions will be 
placed on & much more intimate footing, with.a large measure of 
mutual preferences. .Such an arrangement will not only promote 
increased trade but will also result In effect a strengthening of tho 
bonds that hold the Empire together, The Empire Fair starting 
hére to-morrow is by no means dissociated with this movement, 
and it is functions such as this, held in British possessions in all 
parts of the globe, that accomplish so much to promote unity within 
the Empire. The wide-spread publicity given to the event and the 
wide notice it has attracted provide splendid advertisement for Bri- 
tfsh goods, the local consumption of which should be materially in- 
creased. When the hundreds of visitors who will throng the Fair 
sce the wenlth and variety of the display of British goods they will 
be impressed and surprised. Even the majority of Britishers are 
not aware of the extent of British produce, and it is safe to assert 
that many purchase some articles of foreign origin because they 
do not know that such article, no matter how small, is produced in 
some part of the Empire. If the quality, and it is almost invariably 
is, is satisfactory it is only natural that one should prefer and sup- 
port products grown or manufactured in. the Empire, but prefer- 
ence cannot be shown when the article is unknown. A perusal of 
the exhibits at the Fair will prove this contention to many resi- 
dents in the Colony. There is.a big markct here for the necessary 
goods that have to be imported from outside and a greater sharo 
of that market should be obtained by British firms after the Fair.

The 
Hon. J. P. Braga, chairman of the Committee, has worked assidu- 
ously and skilfully, and the results achieved are a tribute to his 
efforts, and also to the work of the other members of the Committee. 
A word of praise is due also to Lady Peel, who gave the project an 
enthusiastic start before leaving for Home on leave with His Excel- 
lency. The splendid support forthcoming from all. quarters aided 
the movement considerably, and the fine cu-operation by all inter- 
ested has produced the very satisfactory position reached on the 
eve of the Fair.

Mr. Lane, in whose mind the pro- 
ject of founding the firm orlgin- 
ated, was the master of a sailing 
yossol trading to Hong Kong in 
1848, -The Cotony had then only 
been In existence for soven years 
and, as was natural, Mr.

It was the firm's Bakery 
that ¢nmo to the Government's a8- 
sistance When an attempt iwas 
made in the very carly days to 
poison the. troops, and in later 
years it was Lane Crawford's 
water boats which brought the 
precious fluid, free of charge, from 
Kowloon Bay and kept the Colony 
provided with drinking water dur- 
ing the very severe drought of 
some forty-seven yonra ago.

Soldier Needed For 
Manchuria 


What The Chinese’ Think 


For some time to come, wrifes our correspon- 
dent, Japanese residents cannot account them- 
selves wholly safe in the streets of Shanghai, That 
is the gravest aspect of a complete withdrawal, 
from the Japanese viewpoint. 

Impartial observers in Shanghai felt that 
Japan’s dramatic decision to withdraw her forces 
within a month was due to her urgent need of 
every soldier and bayonet for Manchuria. 


Shanghai, May 17.

dramatic announcement from Tokyo 
that the Japanese troops stationed 
Th the Shanghed ‘aren will be com- 
pletely withdrawn within the brief 
space of a month.

withdrawal was the bone of conten-

The 
Chinese’ delegates insisted on the 
Sefting of a definite time timit for 
the withdrawal of Japanese troops, 
while the Japanese, with equal 
tenavity, declined to bind them- 
selves to any fixed date for the 
evacuation of thei armed forces, 
taking tho attitude that complete 
withdrawn), oof necessity, must 
hinge on the restoration of nor 
‘mality, which, in turn, was depen- 
@ent on many factors, chief amony 
them b&ng the stamping out of the 
anti-dapanese boycott and the era 
dication of the spirit of hatred 
against the persona and property of 
Jnpanese resident# which has been 
directed by the rank and file of the 
Chinese for some considerable time, 
Jt is, therefore, putting it mildly to 
aay that the whole of Shanghai— 
Chinese, Japanese and foreigners 
renerally—has been set by the ears 
when it woke up one morning — to 
read in the newspapers that what 
the Chinese could not obtain at the 
conference table, by dint of verbal 
pressure and public agitation, has 
now been voluntarily conceded by 
Tokyo. The Chinese not long ago 
would have been satisfied if the 
Japanese had pledged com- 
plete withdrawal within, — say, 
the space of six montha, 
Now the troops are to he 
withdrawn in a month's time. This 
is beyond the most sanguine expec: 
tations of our Chinese friends, and 
everyone [s speculating as to what 
can be at tle botton of it all, 


A Probable Explanation, 


Informed observers are dnelined 
to take with the proverbial grain 
of salt the recent declnration of 
General Araki, Minister of War in 
Tokyo, that the Japanese troops in 
Shanghai had been ‘fighting ‘the 
battles of other nations no less 
than their own and had incurred 
only the odjum of the whole world 
for thelr trouble. They are also 
‘inclined to be somewhat sceptical of 
‘the War Minister's claim that the 
troops are being withdrawn by way 
of proving to the world Japan's sin- 
cerity and good faith in connistent-

New Trolley Buses for Birmingham. 

‘A flect of cleven new trolley 
buses has recently been bullt for 
Birmingham to replace obsolete 
types in service. The chassis were 
built by Leyland Motors and em- 
body the main characteristics «of 
the Titan double deck petrol 
chassis; the complete electrical 
equipment was designed and manu- 
factured’ by the G.E.C.
